Grant benefits 
area schools | 


CHARLEVOIX — Boyne City and East Jordan public 
schools will benefit from a grant that is designated for 
after-school programs and for increasing parents’ in- 
volvement in their child’s schooling. 

The 21st Century Community Learning Center Grant 
was awarded to the Charlevoix-Emmet Intermediate 
School District on behalf of five area schools. Besides 
Boyne City and East Jordan, the school districts of Ells- 
worth, Littlefield and Pellston will also benefit. 

“We are honored to be awarded the 21st Century Grant 
on behalf of the five school districts,” said Gus Bishop, 
Director of Instructional Services with Char-Em ISD. 

The $749,909 one-year grant is renewable annually for 
five years, provided that the goals of the competitive 
grant process are met. 

Boyne City Public School District hopes to achieve a 
more comprehensive after-school program with a broad 
range of learning opportunities. 

“There are so many things we would like to add to our 
curriculum, but with the time constraints of a regular 
school day and the breadth of curriculum expectations 
we need to teach, it is difficult to offer extended learning 
opportunities,” said Fred Sitkins, Boyne City Elementa- 
ry School principal. “This grant will allow us to extend 
the school day and provide these additional opportuni- 
ties.” , 

East Jordan Public Schools will partner with parents to 
increase learning opportunities for students. 

“We want to use the grant to help us attract more par- 
ents and community members as partners, and we hope 
to provide a wide range of learning opportunities for our 
students that they otherwise would be unable to expe- 
rience,” said Chip Hansen, superintendent of East Jor- 
dan schools. 

The primary focus of the 21st Century Community 
Learning Centers grant is to provide expanded academic 
enrichment opportunities for children. Activities are de- 
signed to help students meet local and state academic 
standards in subjects such as reading and math. 

In addition, programs will focus on drug and violence 


prevention programs, technology education, art, music 


and recréation and counseling. 

Targeted instruction for low performing students is as- 
sured through the use of an individualized learning plan. 

The Latch Key Care Service provides a safe, supervised 
out-of-school environment for students. 

The 21st Century Grant, the ISD and local school 
districts are partnering with several community organ- 
izations. For example, Crooked Tree Arts Center will 
offer visual and performing arts programs at the 
schools. The Women’s Resource Center of Northern 
Michigan will offer programs that focus on self-es- 
teem, violence prevention and healthy relationships. 
Raven Hill Discovery Center in East Jordan will focus 
on science and math opportunities, while the MSU Ex- 
tension will provide Junior Master Gardeners and Lego 
League opportunities.

Forbes Tompkins, 96, formerly of Traverse 
City, Boyne City, and Saginaw, passed away at 
his home in Carlsbad, Calif., on July 3, 2008. 

Forbes was born the only child of Benjamin 


‘James and Lura (Forbes) Tompkins on August 
4, 1911, in Detroit. He grew up in Saginaw and 


attended Michigan State University. On July 
25, 1931, he-married his high-school. sweet- 
heart, Rosemary 
Davitt. 

While growing 
up, Forbes was at- 
tracted to .all 
things motorized: 
streetcars, motor- 
bikes, automo- 
airplanes, 
and ships. Years 
later, he would re- 


, his eye, about run- 
ning a_ streetcar 
himself (under the 
watchful eye of 
the operator) and taking a ride in a biplane 
without his mother’s permission. He knew 
how to start up a Smith Motor Wheel on a cold 


winter morning. He often drove his Ford. 


Model-T between Saginaw: and Detroit, seem- 
ing to delight in the challenges of all kinds of 
weather and road conditions. He would say, “T 
remember the time that ...” He also recalled 
the glory days of an evening spent strolling 
along blocks of (silent) movie theaters in 
downtown Detroit. ; 

Forbes’. first career was in coal company 
management in the southeastern Michigan and 
Toledo areas. Then, in 1949, he moved his 
family to Traverse City and opened the West- 
ern Auto Store at 220 E. Front Street. The store 
was well known around the local area in the 
era before “big box” stores. He operated the 
Western Auto with his wife Rosemary, sons 
Jim and Pete, and family friend, Adaline Wol- 
lam, until selling the store in 1963. 

In 1963, Forbes and Rosemary moved to 
Boyne City. Together, they operated the air- 
port there: and Forbes worked as a contract 
pilot for regional businesses, while he also 
filled the job of Boyne City’s Assessor. Forbes 
became the City Manager of Boyne City in 
1965 and continued in that position for the 
next twelve years until his retirement in 1977. 
During his tenure as City Manager, he institut- 
ed many major civic improvements, including 
road paving, removing derelict buildings, es- 
tablishing a zoning ordinance, a new city 
dump, a local teen center, a city pension sys- 
tem, upgrading the airport, and tackling the 
need for a new city water system and.an im- 
ptoved sewer system. Forbes Tompkins will be 
remembered as a decisive leader with a no- 
nonsense approach to solving problems. 

Forbes was preceded in death by his parents 
and Rosemary, his wife of 58 years. He is sur- 
vived by his second wife Ruth of Carlsbad, 
Calif.; his two sons Jim (Ida) Tompkins of 
Traverse City and Pete (Pat) Tompkins of 
Burkburnett, Texas; three grandchildren, Mary 
Ann (George) Galic of Traverse City, John 
(Barbara) Tompkins of Bangor, Penn., and 
David Tompkins of Amarillo, Texas; and five 
great-grandchildren, Cory, Tyler, Jonathan, 
Ashlyn, and Bay Tompkins: Forbes always 
fondly remembered his long-time flying bud- 
dies George Wollam, Ralph Samuelson, Gene 
Bailey, Al Lockman, and Joe MacPhillips.

With a ribbon- -cutting cer- 
emony organized by the East 
Jordan Chamber of Com- 
merce, Little Traverse Con- 
servancy’s new Rogers 
Family Homestead Nature 
Preserve near East Jordan 
was formally dedicated and 
opened on Thursday, June 
26. Fittingly, the ribbon was 
cut by the matriarch of the 
Rogers family, 98-year-old 
Marguerite Stokes. Mfrs. 
Stokes is the granddaughter 
of Samuel G. Rogers, who 
homesteaded the property in 
1869. Also on hand were 
Mrs.. Stokes’ daughter, 
granddaughter, great-grand- 
children, and other relatives 
representing seven genera- 
tions of Rogers’ descendants 
associated with the land. 

Eighty-six acres of the 
original homestead with 1.2 
miles of Jordan River front- 
age were generously made 
available for protection as a 
Nature Preserve by 
Marguerite’s children, Car- 
olyn (Bill) Ashley and 
Roger Stokes. LTC ac- 
quired the land last fall 
after a successful fundrais- 
ing campaign. 

This spring, Isaac Lam- 
bert, 18, of Ellsworth, ap- 
proached LTC about com- 
pleting the requirements of 
his Eagle Scout project at the 
Rogers Family Homestead 
Preserve. The arrangement 
worked out for both parties 
and, earlier this week, Isaac 
put the finishing touches on 
the construction of a four-car 
parking lot; fence installa- 
tion, landscaping and plant- 
ings; ‘sign’ installation; . and 
trail mowing.

Weather brings swimmer’s 
itch to some area lakes 


While water quality 
is generally very good 
at northern Michigan 
lakes, local public 
health officials remind 
beach goers to protect 
themselves against 
contracting swimmer’s 
itch. Swimmer’s itch 
has been reported re- 
cently to Health De- 
partment offices in An- 
trim, Charlevoix, 
Emmet, and Otsego 
counties. Swimmer’s 
2 h h is caused by, a natu-.. 

ly occurring parasite 
that is carried from lake 
to lake by droppings 
from ducks, geese, or 
other waterfowl. The 
organisms then move 
into snails where they 
mature, eventually 
coming out to re-infect 
more waterfowl. 
~ When human 
swimmers leave the 
water, any parasites on 
their skin may burrow 
into the skin in an effort 
to survive. The para- 


_sites die quickly, but 


they can trigger an irri- 
tating rash, said Joshua 
Meyerson, MD, Med- 
ical Director of the 
Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan. 
“Your body reacts to 
the parasite by forming 
itchy, red bumps,” he 
said. “Swimmer’s itch 
isn’t contagious, but it 
is very annoying.” 

To reduce the 
chances of developing 


dry ‘off with. a towel as 


soon as you come out 
of the water, including 
under swimsuits. 
Where facilities’ are 
available, shower im- 
mediately after swim- 
ming. 
Swimmer’s itch 
symptoms can appear 
within minutes or up to 
a week after swimming 
in lake water. A small, 
reddened bump will 
develop at the entrance 
site of, each parasite, 


_ develop 


causing periods of 
itching that can last for 
several days. Using 
calamine lotion, an an- 
tihistamine such as 
Benadryl or corticoste- 
roid cream, cool com- 
presses, baths 
baking soda or colloi- 
dal oatmeal, such as 
Aveeno, may control 
itching. 

“The most important 
thing to do if you do 
contract  swimmer’s 


itch, is, to. try.,not to.. 


scratch, Scratching 
may cause the rash to 
become infected. . If 


‘itching is severe, your 


health care provider 
may prescribe lotion or 
creams to lessen your 
symptoms,” Meyerson 
said. 

Not everyone who 
is, exposed to the par- 
asite will necessarily 
swimmer’s 
itch. “Repeated expo- 
sure increases sensi- 
tivity to the parasite

Fast forward to 2008 and 
Jordan is denied an inter- 
view with Red Sox All-Star 
pitcher Josh Beckett. But 
not by Beckett himself. No, 
first Jordan has to talk with 
an agent, who has to talk 
with a publicist, who wants 
to know if it’s going to be a 
cover story, who then has to 
talk to another agent, and 
on and on. 

The end result is that Jor- 
dan, a respected veteran 
writer, gets a one-sentence 
denial from someone some- 
how associated with Beck- 
ett. 

That’s a big difference 
from showing up at the 
team hotel, going down to 
the pool and setting up an 
interview with Oakland A’s 
pitcher Catfish Hunter in 
person on the spot, as Jor- 
dan once did in the ‘70s. 

The problem now, as Jor- 
dan sees it, is that profes- 
sional athletes are celebri- . 
ties with the huge bankrolls 
to prove it. (Back in Jor- 
dan’s heyday, athletes and 
writers made comparable 
salaries. With Tiger Woods 
worth nearly a billion dol- 
lars, I can safely say that’s 
no longer the case.) 

Today, athletes not only 
don’t need magazine writ- 
ers for publicity (whoneeds 
magazines when there’s 
ESPN?), many athletes also 
don’t feel the need to treat 
writers with any respect. 

Thus, writers are reduced 
to writing, as Jordan puts it, 
“inconsequential puff 
pieces to satisfy those stars’ 
publicists, or else the publi- 
cists will withhold their 
other clients from that mag- 
azine.” 

This, in turn, breeds con- 
tempt among writers and 
leads them to publish “got- 


_ cha” moments or to cherry- 


pick quotes that might em- 
barrass the athletes. It’s 
kind of how political cam- 
paigns treat one another. 

Luckily, I really don’t 
have any of these problems 
covering high school 
sports. 

Sure, sometimes I expe- 
rience a bit of a trickle- 
down effect of the kind of 
media culture that Jordan 
describes. But on the

Distance runners are quite nuts in 
‘ the minds of most sprinters, who see 
the world in lanes and left turns in- 
stead of mile markers and wrist 
watches. There is common ground, 
of course, where those who run half- 
miles live a confused ex- 
istence. Running the line 
between distance and 
sprints has caused such 
versatile athletes to form . 
their own group at track 
practice. 

The mid-distance 
group trains for battle in 

both worlds; forming a 
curious club of distance 
runners with speed, or 
sprinters with endurance. 

Perhaps a veteran of 
the 800 meters would be 
in better shape to write 
this column, voicing a 
balanced point of view between 
those who maneuver for minutes and 
those who scrap for seconds. 

My gas tank hits empty after 400 
meters, however, so please excuse 
my ignorance to the strange and 
frightening world of five-kilometer 
foot races. 

Though very aware of my genetic 
limitations, I was recently coaxed 
into competing in the Meijer Festival 
of Races’ 5K during the National 
Cherry Festival. I saw the 3.1-mile 
run as an opportunity to experience 
another culture, like traveling to a 
foreign country where nothing 
makes sense. Sort of like France.

Brett Favre and Barry Sanders handled re- 
tirement from football much differently. 

Sanders faxed an ambiguous statement to a 
Wichita newspaper before boarding a plane 
bound for London. The next few days, he 
was only seen in far away pictures wheeling 
a suitcase behind him at the airport, expres- 
sionless look upon his face. 

Favre held a lengthy press conference as 
crocodile tears streamed down his mug. He 
claimed he had nothing more to give. 

Sanders left after a frustrating 5-11 season 
with the Lions’ future appearing as bleak as 
their dismal past. 

Favre departed after coming one game shy 
of reaching the Super Bowl for the third 
time, and following a season remindful of the 
Packers’ glorious history. 

Sanders wouldn’t return messages left by 
his own father, the irascible William, let 
alone then-Lions coach Bobby Ross. 

General manager Ted Thompson report- 
edly returned a text message from Favre say- 
ing he was “on vacation” and to “call him 
next week.” 

Sanders’ retirement announcement — if it 
can be called that — came on the eve of 
training camp, leaving the Lions high and 
dry. / 

Favre’s announcement he is unretiring — 
if it can be called that — came within a few 
weeks of the start of training camp, leaving 
the team in a quandary because the Packers 
have made it clear they want Aaron Rodgers 
— not Favre — to be their starting quarter- 
back for the 2008 season. 

The only thing Sanders and Favre haves in 
common when it comes to retirement is that 
neither knows how or when to leave without 
soiling their reputations. , 

Sanders was adored in Detroit. Nearly a 
decade later, he isn’t necessarily anymore,
